The stately capital of Luanda — once called the 


Rio de Janeiro of Africa — bears few scars from 
the recent civil war. An overturned car still sits in 
the red dirt outside Dr. Machado Farias clinic. But 
few of the buildings still show the pock- marks of 
richocheting bullets. 


The new pro-iMarxist government has ordered 


an "operation cleanup" to clear the city's walls of 
the peeling posters exhorting the population to 
fight. 


"The battle continues," says one. "There is no 


national independence without economic in- 
dependence." quotes another. 


The new government also has mobilized 


thousands of local residents to harvest the coffee 
crop in an effort to gain desperately needed foreign 
exchange. There are other campaigns to get the 
transport system moving again and improve food 
distribution. 


A few Americans and West Europeans have 


also started to arrive and flights in and out of 
Angola have been recently increased with the addi- 
tion of a Boeing 747 jumbo jetliner to the fleet of 
the national airline. 


The plane was followed by a group of Boeing 


technicians sent in to improve the airport's air traf- 
fic control system. 


Amid all the new programs and cleanup ef- 


forts, the government is laying elaborate plans for 
the televised trial of 13 mercenaries, including two 
Americans, captured in the civil war. 


The mercenaries allegedly fought on the side 


of pro-Western rival factions in the civil war against 
the Popular Movement for the Liberation of 
Angola, which won the war with the help of Cuban 
troops and Soviet arms. 


The Cuban troops are still much in evidence 


although Cuban Premier Fidel Castro has 
promised Secretary of State Henry Kissinger they 
will be withdrawn. 


However, residents sav there are fewer Cubans 


than before, giving credence to government asser- 
tions that a gradual withdrawal of the 15.000-man 
force has begun.

tandem with a full-time paid 
executive secretary. 


White is a full-time paid chair- 


man. 


Zern. it was understood, 


would Be informally teamed 
with the candidacies of National 
Committeewoman Frances 
Ohmstede of Guide Rock for re- 
election and Allot O'Donnell of 
Wayne for election as national 
committeeman. 


If Mrs. Ohmstede and 


O'Donnell were elected, 
geographical 
considerations 


would appear to point toward an 
Omahan as state chairman. 


But National Committeeman 


Tom Kelley of Omaha has 
passed the word that he is 
prepared to seek re-election to 


his post. If he won that race, the 
geographical pendulum would 
swing back toward Linoln for the 
chairmanship. 


Exon Undecided 


Exon said he is not prepared 


to take a position on whom he 
would support for the national 
committee posts. 


Both Kelley and O'Donnell 


have talked to him. he said, but 
he has made no commitments. 


Zern is "a good friend of 


mine," the governor said, but he 
has "not talked to me" about his 
possible candidacy for the chair- 
manship. 


"There are some people left in 


the Democratic Party who think 
the Democratic governor might 
possibly be interested in what is 
gong on in the Democratic Par- 
ty," Exon said. 


But others appear to' be 


engaged in "attempts at 
slatemaking" without keeping 
him informed. Exon said. 


Slate Excludes White 


According to the reports he 


received, the governor said Mrs. 
Ohmstede and Douglas County 
Surveyor Lou Lamberty appear 
to be piecing together a slate of 
candidates which would not in- 
clude White. 


Exon said he "hopes to have 


the opportunity to visit with the 
national committeewoman 
about this ... she has not told 
me of her plans." 


The governor also said he is 


somewhat concerned about what 
he characterized as "some possi- 
ble problems being caused by 
the national committeewoman 
on the national platform com- 
mittee." 


Exon said he is "at a loss to 


understand why a representative 
of the Democrats of Nebraska 
would be arguing and 
challenging the qualifications of 
Daniel Moyniham to help write 
the Democratic platform."

Nebraska Native Joins Hunt For Loch Ness Monster

Photographing the unseen has been a long- 


time fancy of Dr. Harold Edgerton. An Aurora 
native. Edgerton has photographed me flight of a 
bullet and a hummingbird's wing. Now he is 
tracking the Loch Ness monster. 


Dr. Edgerton is part of the Academy of 


Applied Science-New York Times Loch Ness 
Expedition that will by to capture the legendary 
monster on film. The expedition, launched last 
week, will attempt to take high-resolution un- 
derwater photographs of the creature said to in- 
habit the dark depths of the Scottish lake. Loch 
Ness. 


More man 900 feet deep in places. 23 miles 


long and more than a mile wide. Loch Ness is the 
largest lake in the British Ides by volume 


At 79, Edgerton is the senior member of the 


search team. A 1925 University of Nebraska 
graduate in electrical engineering, he went on to 
attend the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 
where he now is professor emeritus. 


• Edgerton developed 
the 
tech- 


nically sophisticated system the expedition is using 
to photograph the monster. 


His 16mm elapsed-time camera and 100 wjtt- 


second-strobe light is the same camera used in 1972 
and 1975 to take photographs of a creature in Loch 
Ness. Those pictures spurred this summer's search. 


Although these photographs may rank among 


the most prized in his large collection, the 
Nebraska native has had a wide range of 
experiences in photography. 


In 1931 be inveted the stroboscrope used in 


ultra-high-speed and deep underwater photograph. 
Often called the "father of the strobe". Edgerton"s 
cameras were aboard Jacque Cousteau's Calypso 
to help explore the deepest parts, more than five 
miles down, of the Atlantic Ocean. 


A photograph of a drop of milk landing in a 


dish of milk, another example of his high-speed 
photgraphy. is displayed in the New York Museum 
of Modern Art 


"He made alive what had been shown 


previously only through mathematics." Dr. Jacob 
Pieter Den Hartog, head of the M.LT. mechanical 
engineering department once said. Through 
photographs that could capture action in intervals 
of a millionth of a second. Edgerton was able to 
show how a bottle breaks, how an acrobat turns in 
mid-air and why a car wheel skids. 


He also designed equipment for the federal 


government for photographing the first atomic 
bomb blast at the moment, of ignition. 


Through his years of success. Edgerton has not 


forgotten his native state or hometown. In 1955 he 
presented Aurora High School with a stroboscrope 
to study motion for its chemistry and physics 
departments. 


In 1966 he installed stroboscopic lights on the 


tower of the Hamilton County Courthouse in 
Aurora 


When jtrobosoopic beacons were installed on 


the State Capitol building. Edgerton was there to 
watch his invention flash intermittent beams for 
aircraft up to 130 miles away. 


Winner of mam awards including the National 


Medal of Science. Edperton is a dedicated scientist 
who once said, "you don t have to De paid. You ieel 
it inside. I'm like an artist."

Agana, Guam iL'PIi — A Lockheed Electra 


• turboprop plane ferrying contract workers Friday 


plunged tail first shortly after take off and exploded 
into a fireball at Guam International Airport. 
killing 46 persons. 


Airport authorities said "there were no sur- 


vivors" among the 45 persons aboard. The driver of 
a pickup truck also was killed when the burning 
wreckage plowed into his vehicle. 


Air Manila International's four-engine plane 


with a crew of 12 was chartered by Kentron. an 
American construction company on Wake Island. 
to fern- 33 Filipino contract workers for a five-hour 
flight back to Manila. 


Witnesses said the plane was only a few feet off 


the ground when it suddenly fell tail-first back onto 
the end of the 10.000-foot runway and bounced 
across a highway. The plane exploded on impact 
and turned into a flaming wreck, they said. 


All of the passengers on the chartered aircraft 


were Filipino contract workers on their way home 
from Wake Island, 1.290 miles east of here, officials 
said. Nine of the killed workers were under con- 
tract with the U.S. Federal Aviation Administra- 
tion and the rest worked for a private company. 


The plane stopped in Guam for refueling. 


Guam is served by Pan American and Japan Air 
Lines but their regular flights have been temporari- 
ly suspended since Typhoon Pamela devastated 
this U.S. territory. 


The wreckage narrowly missed houses and a 


small softdrink stand operated by four children. 


Dwayne Fejerane, 11, and Tina Respicio. 12. said 


they saw the plane bounce off the runway and 
crash barely 100 feet from them. 


"We saw the airplane on fire and all we could 


think of was to run," the Rejerane boy said. The 
hurtling, burning wreckage stopped 50 feet short of 
his house. 


Fejerane's mother and younger brother suffered 


minor burns from some of the flaming debris. They 
were treated at a hospital and released. 


Authorities at the airport would not speculate on 


the cause of the crash. 


The last major plane crash on Guam was on Sept. 


19, 1960, when a chartered World Airways DC6 
crashed. Seventy-eight persons died and 12 sur- 
vived in that crash. 


Cat Food Eater 
Loses His Job 


Miami (UPIi — Ray McPherson found it dis- 


quieting when he discovered that one of his 
employes would stop work occasionally to eat a few 
spoonfuls of canned cat food. But what really 
bothered him was the brand. 


"I've never smelled anything so bad." McPher- 


son said. "This guy would stink up the whole place 
in minutes. I wouldn't even feed it to a cat" 


McPherson said the man would cany the cans 


of cat food around in a bag. and occasionally would 
pull one out. open it produce a spoon and eat a few 
mouthfuls. 


So McPherson. who runs Somebody-Sometime 


Temporary Help Services, fired the unnamed 
employe, and ran afoul of the government in doing 
so. 


The man went to the Equal Employment Op- 


portunity Commission and said he ate the catfood 
because of his religious convictions. Therefore, he 
said, he was being discriminated against on 
religious grounds. 


"He told them eating cat food was part of his 


religion and they're actually pursuing it" McPher- 
son said. 


"Can you imagine a government agency that 


would take a claim like this1" he asked.

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May's Economic Figures Show Progress In Nation 


Unemployment Rate Falls 
Improved Economic 
Picture Helps—Ford 


Washington (UPI) - President Ford said Friday the latest 


brightening of the economic picture may give him an extra boost 
against Ronald Reagan in the three final presidential primaries 
next Tuesday 


Talking with reporters shortly after the government reported a 


drop in the unemployment rate and a slowdown in the wholesale 
price index during May, Ford said the improvements "may have an 
impact' on the choice by voters in Ohio, California and New 
Jersey 


The President, who will campaign in Ohio and New Jersey this 


weekend, can use the statistics to bolster his theme that he is doing 
a good job, particularly on economic policy. 


Ford approached reporters after saying goodbye to King Juan 


Carlos of Spam to describe as "extremely significant" the drop in 
wholesale prices and "even more important" the improvement in 
employment. 


"These two signs should encourage the American people that 


the idrmmstration's job-producing program is a good one," he said, 
.stressing that employment has reached record highs under his 
programs. 


He also noted that improvements in both areas of the economy 


exceeded imUal predictions by his top advisers. 


Asked about a poll showing him behind Reagan in the former 


governor's homestate of California, Ford said he did not consider 
that "good news" although he was encouraged by reports from 
campaign aides that some of the "undecided" GOP voters were 
starting to lean toward him 


The President has been directing most of his attention to the 


Ohm contest, and continues giving daily interviews to reporters 
from the Buckeye State 


On tne trip. Ford will go to New Jersey for speeches in Pater- 


son and a Republican reception in West Orange Then he flies to 
Cleveland for a meeting of the National Association of Christians 
and Jews

He plans to spend the night in Cincinnati, attend a Hamilton 


Co'unU GOP breakfast, then make a motorcade tour with stops at 
Middletown.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Unemployment resumed Iti downward 


course in May, dropping to 7.3 per cent, while inflation (lowed at 
the wholesale level, the Labor Department said Friday. 


In separate reports on jobs and prices, the Labor Department 


said the number of Americans at work rose by 800,000 last month to 
a record 87.7 million. The number of unemployed declined by 180,- 
000 to 6.0 million. 


Wholesale prices rose three-tenths of a per cent, down sharply 


from April's eight-tenths of a per cent increase, largely because of a 
slowdown in price rises for farm products. 


The jobless rate hit a recession peak of 8.9 per cent last May 


before beginning a decline which brought it to 7.5 per cent in 
March, where it held steady in April. 


Democrats in Congress have claimed that the economic improve- 


ment was due to policies they forced on Ford, which he opposed, 
including a different kind of tax cut and more government, 
spending. 


Rep. Richard Boiling, D-Mo., co-chairman of the congressional 


Joint Economic Committee, said the May figures represent 
progress. But, he added, "it does not mean our economic problems 
are solved." 


Since the recession-low in March 1975, the number of Americans 


at work has increased by 3.6 million, the Labor Department said. 
However, the jobless rate, at 7.3 per cent, remains high by 
historical standards. 


The improvement in the unemployment rate last month occurred 


mostly among women, whose jobless rate declined to half a per- 
centage point to 6.8 per cent. Unemployment rates for other worker 
categories showed little change. 


Over the past year, the government said the labor force increased 


by 1.8 million with adult women accounting for all but 700,000 of 
that increase. 


In May, the labor force, which includes those at work and those 


looking for jobs, was unchanged from April's level of 94.6 million. 


The average length of unemployment dropped seven-tenths of a 


week in May to IS weeks, the lowest level in a year. However, in 
contrast to the reduction in total joblessness, the number of 
Americans working part-time for economic reasons increased by 
another 130,000 last month to 3.4 million. 


The AFL-CIO and other administration critics contend that if 


part-time and the scrolled discouraged workers - those who give 
up.looking for jobs - were included in the jobless rate, the figure 
would be closer to 10 per cent. 


May marked the eighth month since the jobless rate had last 


shown an increase, the longest period since 1973. 


The relatively modest increase In wholesale prices test month is 


likely to dampen feus - at least temporarily - that inflation will 
get much worse. Trends in wholesale prices usually show up in 
retail prices charged to consumers. 


The fears of a new outburst of inflation were raised after the 


eight-tenths of a per cent rise in wholesale prices in April, the 
biggest jump in sii months. The increase was due mostly to a 4.2. 
per cent rise in farm prices. 


But the Labor Department said Friday that increases in farm 


prices slowed to six-tenths in May. Price trends also slowed for in- x 
dustrial goods, up only one-tenth of a per cent, and for processed 
foods and feeds, up 1.3 per cent. 


Humphrey Reassessment Doesn't Worry Frontrunner Carter

Jimmy Carter said Friday that "there's always a 


•possibility" he could be beaten for the Democratic 
presidential nomination, but he said he wasn't 
worried by Hubert Humphrey's latest tentative 
move toward an active campaign. 


"I don't see where he's going to jump," said 


'Carter, commenting on the Minnesota senator's 
statement that he will reassess his stance against 
active campaigning after Tuesday's big primaries 
in California, Ohio and New Jersey. 
; "All the primaries will have been over, all the 
yaucus dates will have been over," said the former 
•Georgia governor who is the frontrunner for the 
•nomination. He said Humphrey's remark "doesn't 
cause me any concern." 


On a flight from Toledo to Columbus on Friday, 


Carter said he has bought $45,000 in national televi- 
sion time for simultaneous five-minute broadcasts 


on all three networks Sunday at 10:55 p,m. 


An aide said the television appearance stems in 


part from recent media attacks against Carter by 
other candidates but that the broadcast will be of a 
"positive tone." 


On the Republican side, President Ford 


remained in Washington while challenger Ronald 
Reagan was in his home state of California. 


Ford said of California: "We're the underdog... 


We recognize it." 


"That doesn't mean we're giving up in Caifor- 


nia," he said. "Quite the opposite. My wife Betty 
wouldn't be going to California if we were." Mrs. 
Ford left Friday for a campaign trip to California. 


Carter, who has more than 900 committed 


delegates, with 1,505 needed for nomination, was in 
Ohio on Friday. Rep. Morris K. Udall of Arizona 
split his campaign day between Ohio and New 
Jersey. Sen. Frank Church of Idaho, a latecomer to 


the presidential race who has won four primaries, 
also scheduled stops in Ohio after being sidelined 
temporarily with a fever and strep throat. 


Humphrey has repeatedly refused to enter the 


race as an active candidate, although he-also 
repeatedly has said he is available if the party 
wants him. He said Thursday that if Carter 
emerges from Tuesday's primaries with less than 
1,200 to 1,300 committed delegates, he may start 
exploring the sentiments of party leaders about an 
active Humphrey campaign. 


In Ohio on Friday, Udall said of Humphrey's 


statement, "It's no surprise. It's what he has been 
saying all along. He has a right to do it. He has a lot 
of support. But I'm going to make the argument 
that I have a better claim to it (the nomination) 
because I went into the primaries." 


The Tuesday primaries are the last of the season. 


There are 540 Democratic and 331 Republican 
delegates at stake. 


Ford said a poll taken in California, showing him 


trailing Reagan by 24 percentage points, "is not 
good news." 


The nonparas£3 statewide poll, taken by Mervin 


XD. Field, showed Reagan was the choice of 56 per 
cent of those surveyed, compared to 32 per cent for 
Ford. Twelve per cent were undecided and Ford 
said reports from his aides in California show that 
"there seems to be a shift from the undecided

Reagan, a former California governor, was in his 


home state for his son's high school graduation and 
a private reception. 


The state's current governor — Democrat Ed- 


mund G. Brown Jr. — also came out well in the 
Field poll. Brown, who has won two primaries and 
claims victory in a third state since his late entry 
into the race for the nomination, was the choice of 


51 per cent of the Democrats interviewed. 


In Sacramento on Friday, Brown said that he 


believes Carter already "has begun to falter in a 
very fundamental way" in his effort to secure the 
Democratic nomination and that Humphrey is n 
going to get it, either. 


"I think the strength that I've shown and that I 


intend to show over the next 30 days will place me 
as the alternative to Jimmy Carter," Brown said. 
The California governor beat Carter in the 
Maryland and Nevada primaries. He ran third as a' 
write-in candidate in Oregon and now has a total of 
2212 national delegates committed to him. 


Udall, in New Jersey still looking for his first 


primary victory outside, his home state, repeated 
his charges that Carter is being deliberately "fuzzy 
on the issues." He said an Associated Press poll 
showed the tactic was paying off for the former 
governor.

The 
guerrillas then invaded the 
headquarters, killing a noncom- 
missioned officer who had fled 
into the bathroom and pumping 
bullets into a tax collection of- 
fice adjoining the station.

Takeover Threats Caused Nuclear Alerts 


Washington (UPI) — The Nuclear 


Regulatory Commission said Friday a 
nationwide security alert to all 58 nuclear 
power plants for the Memorial Day 
weekend was based on intelligence reports 
that two groups "may have plans" to take 
over at least one nuclear plant. 


In an unusually detailed statement, the 


commission gave its reasons for calling the 
May 27-June 8 alert at nuclear power plants 
and revealed that 18 previous threats had 
been made against individual installations 
this year. 


The commission also disclosed that the 


credentials of two NRC inspectors had 


been stolen along with other personal 
belongings "and their unauthorized posses- 
sion created concern that they might be 
used to attempt entry to a nuclear facility." 


The NRC said that Memorial Day 


weekend alert took on more importance in 
view of the June 8 referendum in Califor- 
nia on a proposition which would require 
that state legislature to certify the safety of 
nuclear reactors or ban them. 


At first the commission would not 


elaborate on its reasons for calling the 
alert. 


The commission Friday released the text 


of its original alert message to atomic in- 
stallations and the background why it was 
ordered. It said: 


"We have obtained information, not fully 


verified, from the intelligence community 
that two groups may have plans to take 
over or occupy one or more nuclear power 
plants on Memorial Day weekend or to 
take other actions in early June. 


"Incidents have occurred at twp other 


utility facilities during the past week that 
may have security implications. So far, the 
incidents have been scattered with no con- 
sequences."

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Doctor Group Aids Schmit

A group of doctors calling themselves 


"The Malpractice 5" made a formal effort 
to solicit contributions of at least $100 for 
State Sen. Loran Schmit's record campaign 
fund, telling fellow doctors that the fight 
for malpractice legislation is not over. 


Schmit was the key backer of the major 


medical malpractice bill passed in the last 
legislature. He received a record war chest 
of more than $35,000 for his re-election ef- 
fort. 


The doctors' solicitiation was in the form 


of a letter dated April 16. It mentioned 
Schmit's work on the malpractice bill and 
said the fight over malpractke law would 
be carried into the 1977 session. 


Schmit gave a copy of the letter to The 


Associated Press weeks ago. Schmit did not 
sign the letter. And he has said several 
times that he has not solicited any con- 
tributions personally. 


Organized efforts to raise campaign 


funds for candidates are neither unusual, 
nor improper. 


Continuing Fight Seen 


But the Schmit letter asserts that the 


doctors involved believe that the legislative 
fight for malpractice law is an ongoing bat- 
tle. 


The letter was signed by Lincoln physi- 


cian H. E. Reese. The "Malpractice 5" in- 
cluded Warren G. Bosley, James H. 


Dunalp, Harlan L. Papenfuss, Elaine Y. 
Hoffman and Reese, all doctors. 


The letter said each of these doctors had 


already made "a personal contribution of 
at least $100." 


Schmit's campaign funds came from 


across the state and included doctors, cat- 
tle feeders and others. 


The doctors' letter told other physicians 


that, "If you think the malpractice battle is 
over, you are making a mistake. Our op- 
ponents are already developing a war chest 
to attack LB434 next year. There will be 
lots of money on the other side — no doubt 
about it. We must be prepared to defend 
what we have accomplished in this 
session..,." 


Concern Shown 
1 The letter reflected doctors' concern 
about opposition to the malpractice legisla- 
tion, which was one of the most heated 
issues in the last session. 


"Each of us spent many days in the halls 


of the Capitol working on this bill," the 
letter said. "We saw the battle of politics 
up close. We saw how easy it is to have the 
story of medicine and our association 
twisted and turned by the opposition." 


The letter said Schmit faces "a tough 


election fight," and added that Schmit 
"needs and deserves our support." 


The letter added that "The trial at- 


torneys have just organized and hired full- 
time staff. We all know what one of their 


primary objectives will be." That was an 
apparent reference to opposition trial at- 
torneys raised to the malpractice bill. 


Led Floor Fight 


Schmit introduced the Medical 


Association's bill on LB703, then later led a 
successful hard-fought floor fight to strip 
another bill, LB434, and include the 
provisions of LB703. Schmit and other 
proponents of the act said it was aimed at 
curbing skyrocketing malpractice in- 
surance costs and thus helping to make 
sure health care would remain available in 
the state. 


"Had it not been for Senator Schmit we 


can tell you for certain that we would have 
come out with nothing," the letter said. 
"There would have been no chance of 
passage for LB703 or the successful strip- 
ping of the original LB434 and substitution 
of the contents of LB703." 


Opponents of the bill argue that it too 


greatly restricted the right of patients to 
sue and to recover financially when sub- 
jected to malpractice. 


The letter also contained a postscript. It 


read: 


"PS — And don't forget your contribu-- 


tioi) of $25 to the DeCamp Campaign Fund 
— this legislation would not have been a 
reality without bis help."

Cavanaugh: Bill's Opponents Gave Littleln Prood EHort

State Sen. John Cavanaugh of 


Omaha says he resents any 
suggestion that lawyers were 
urged to contribute to his con- 
gressional campaign because he 
opposed medical malpractice 
legislation. 


Cavanaugh, an attorney and 


Democratic candidate for 
Congress in the 2nd District, said 
he objected to a remark at- 
tributed to Bellwood Sen. Loran 
Schmit. whose legislative cam- 
paign contributions total more 
than $35.000. 


Schmit sponsored medical 


malpractice legislation in the 
last Unicameral session which 
was favored by the Nebraska 
Medical Association. 


"There was no solicitation of 


contributions from lawyers in 
my campaign based on any 
legislation," Cavanaugh said. 


At least one group of doctors 


did solicit money for Schmit. 


Cavanaugh said, "My accoun- 


tant has an itemized list of the 1.- 
100 contributions I have received 
and any reporter can look at that 
itemized list." 


Cavanaugh said he had more 


than 800 contributions of under 
$10. 


"I assume Sen. Schmit will be 


willing to allow reporters to do 
the same thing." Cavanaugh 
said, referring to his itemized list 
of every contribution he has 
received. 


"The point is that I have 


received no money from any 
lawyer's political action group," 
Cavanaugh said. "I have 
received less than $500 from 
lawyers whose work might in- 
volve any area of malpractice 
litigation." 


The doctors who sent out the 


Schmit fund-raising letter said in 
that letter that they had each 
contributed at least $100 to 
Schmit's campaign. 


Schmit was quoted as saying 


he was not ashamed that some of 
his record-breaking campaign 
war chest came from doctors, 
oecause tie said opponents of 
malpractice legislation, such as 
Cavanaugh, received money 
from attorneys who opposed the 
bill. 


Cavanaugh said lawyers who 


were active in opposing the 
malpractice bill, LB434, con- 
tributed "little or nothing" to his 
campaign. 


"I think Dave Tewes and 


Charlie Noren gave a total of 
$10, and that was in late 
December, before the legislature 
started." Cavanaugh said. Tewes 
and Noren make up a law firm 
that worked to have the 
malpractice bill amended. 


"The point is there is no com- 


parison between a handful of at- 
torneys who have contributed 
money to my campaign, and 
what was done by on behalf of 
Senator Schmit," Cavanaugh 
said.

be, but he had something to say about 
polls A recent poll showed the veteran

Quite correctly Curtis brushed off the 


poll as meaningless, and that is exactly 
what it is First of all, Curtis pointed out

as a prediction of the action voters are 


going to take, and that they are not 


Additionally, a poll of possible action 


involving possible candidates two years in 
advance is next to silly It is a pleasant and 
perhaps entertaining exercise but nothing 
more 


Speaking of Curtis, we hope the 


senator was back in Washington on 
Thursday If so he probably voted against 
a measure in the Senate to appropriate $20 
million for research into more efficient 
means of fueling automobile engines 


When people talk of cutting govern- 


ment down to size, such things as the above 
$20 million is where they ought to start We 
don t have much liking for wholesale anti- 
governrnent attitudes but we'll grant there 
is a lot of room for more efficiency and less 
spending in the nation s capital 


Without the government, a solution 


will be found to the energy situation when 
the market place provides sufficient incen- 
tive for it assuming the market place is left 
to operate as it should and can The govern- 
ment may well provide leadership in some 
areas and incentives to others as it can but 
there is no demand for it to be the prime 
mover of things 


If the government would get its

Rising from the soon-to-be ruins of the 


Hob Nob and surrounding buildings will be 
the Centrum — a project we have favored 
because of the need for downtown parking 
But from the narrow point of view of 
replacing the Hob Nob with a parking gar- 
age — well, is that really progress' 


For some fifty years the Hob Nob has 


been one of Lincoln's best restaurants We 
say that while admitting the menu was of 
standard sturdy fare and varied almost 
never and that they did not serve the 
coldest beer in the west

But the food and service was darn good 


and predictable The Hob Nob stood as a 
bastion of continuity, a link with past 
years, built on meatballs and Schlitz The 
rococo interior and the famous back bar af- 
forded a unique atmosphere unmatched in

although lunch hour business remained 
brisk, evening business tailed off somewhat 
— which may be why the Hob Nob will not 
be re-established at another location 


For many customers, perhaps, the Hob

remembered 


A Story In Full Bloom 


WASHINGTON — Journalism to twist a 


cliche, makes strange bedfellows 


Consider the Washington Post, nemesis of 


the Watergate bunch and Elizabeth Ray a 
Capitol Hill mistress of growing renown 
Together they have humbled one of 
Washington s most powerful men Wayne Hays, 
and struck fear in the hearts of all who engage 
in hanky-panky at the taxpayers expense 


To fulfill my solemn duty as a media criBc, 


let me say first that the Hays-Ray story can be 
defended as one in which there is a legitimate 
public interest, and I do so defend it. The charge 
against Hays, once you step out of the boudoir, 
is misuse of public funds. That, his position in 
Congress, his famous arrogance, the shock 
waves still nppbng through Washington — all 
these make it something more than a lascivious 
tale of a present-day potentate and his con- 
cubine. 


Having said that one must concede that the 


entertainment quotient of the storv is high And 
that it is legitimate to wonder whether some 
other less sexy allegation of misuse of $14 000 a 
year even by a man as important as Hays, 
would have received the same attention 


Unquestionably the touches of French farce 


— the pudgy, aging Public Official, The 
Woman, not wronged, exactly, but funous the 
red (for desire) living room and the white (for 
puntv) bedroom of the trysnng place — didn t 
hurt 


And then there was the less than conser- 


vative press handling of the story The story 
burst upon Washington on a Sunday morning 
with a display that looked strangely out of place 
on toe Posts usually staid front page It was 
boxed m a four-column wide presaitaOon with 
photographs of Miss Rav fondling her dog in her 
Capitol Hill office, of Miss Ray looking 
provocative and well-cleaved, and of Hays 
looking pensive 'me headline was "Closed- 
Session Romance on the HiU 
I m not quite 


sure what that meant but it wasn t your or- 
dinary news headline

rest of the story was mainly about the lack of 
congressional reaction The Post may have 
bought a turkey, was the implication 


The Star was more aggressive It led its 


story on page three, with word that Ray was 
planning to publish a paperback book this 
summer and had posed for a picture layout in 
Playboy magazine The implication was mat the 
Post had been a patsy for a publicity buildup 


But the story would be neither suppressed 


nor discredited. By the next day it bad nude its 
way to the front pages of the Tunes and the Star 
and many other papers as well That afternoon 
Hays made bis Checkers-style speech to the 
House, and the story was in full bloom. The 
Times and the Star began giving the Post a run 
for its money, developing new angles of their 
own. 


As I write, the story has moved to the back 


burner, but it is still perking memly Hays has 
made the obligatory hometown appearance 
with his loyal new wife and his dogs Members 
of Congress are wondering how to remove the 
stain with the least damage Time magazine has 
come up with dark hints of orgies under the 
Capitol dome itself Investigative reporters are 
roaming Capitol Hill and. the jokers have it, 
some secretaries there are taking crash courses 
in typing 


Pundits are even seeing possible effects on 


the presidential primaries, from which die story 
has provided such welcome relief The Hays- 
Ray story the theory goes, could help can- 
didates who are running on their freedom from 
Washington s contamination 


Bevond all the hoopla, the story has special 


meaning for observers of the press It 
demonstrates the growing willingness — even 
eagerness — on the part of news people to dy 
into the private lives of pubuc figures when tile 
results can be defended as legitimate news 


Journalists everywhere should thank 


Wayne Hays for putting Miss Ray on the con- 
gressional pavrolL That legitimatized me all-out 
coverage of the sexiest story to come out of 
Washington m a long time

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WASHINGTON - It would be 


too much to say that money, 
booze and sex dominate the 
politics of this city, but you can 
hardly explain recent history 
around here without taking them 
into account 


But for the tragedy at Chap- 


piquiddkk, with its Friday night 
high-jinks, there is little doubt 
that Senator Edward Kennedy of 
Massachusetts would now be the 
leading candidate for both the 
Democratic nomination and the 
presidency. 


For years, the House of 


Representatives had been 
bridling under the power of the 
Ways and Means Committee and 
its effective but authoritarian 
chairman, Wilbur Mills, but it 
took his splashy liaison with 
FanneFoxe otherwise known as 
the Argentine Firecracker, to 
bring his amorous ways and 
means to the rescue of the 
House 


The latest example of reform 


by scandal is the case of Wayne 
Hays, Democrat of Ohio He has 
been the House bully for years 
No amount of personal 
arrogance nepotism, or misuse 
of power has been able to bring 
him down, but finally he is on his 
way out for running a personal 
night-shift with public funds 


The charge against him, it 


should be noted, is not that he 
misused Elizabeth Ray but that 
he misused the Congressional 
Treasury by arranging to pay her 
$14,000 a year for personal ser-

vices. Considering the work she 
had to do and the company she 
had to keep, it might be argued 
that she was underpaid. 


Wilbur Mills was a sick man 


who earned the compassion of 
the House, but he took his lumps 
and disappeared 
In contrast, 


Wayne Hays' resignation from 
the Democratic Congressional 
Campaign Committee was a 
masterpiece of hypocrisy He 
was merely stepping aside tem- 
porarily he suggested, because 
the political checks he would 
have to write might be used as a 
"campaign issue' against his 
fellow Democrats In his book, 
nothing is bad except "bad 
politics ' 


Washington is paying a high 


price for reform these days, but 
maybe it's worth it The misuse 
of presidential power was ob- 
vious for years during the Viet- 
nam war but it took the spec- 
tacular scandals of Watergate to 
reform campaign financing and 
bring the White House, the CIA, 
the FBI and the other in- 
telligence agencies under some 
kind of control 


In the process, the Congress 


howled against the corruptions 
of the executive branch. It put 
the impeachment processes of 
the Constitution into action 
against Richard Nixon, and with 
the aid of the courts, finally 
brought him down. Now it will 
be interesting to see whether the 
leaders of the House and Senate 
will get their own houses in 
order. 


For while it would be a libel 


on the Congress to suggest that 
Wayne Hays is typical of 
anything but his own arrogant 
bawdmess, the fact is that the 
Congressional staffs are not up 
to the standards imposed by the 
Congress itself on the Executive 
Civil Service And the standards 
of personal conduct on the Hill 
fall considerably below anything 
Congressional 
committees 


would tolerate from, say, 
members of the president's 
cabinet 


Thus, we have heard very little 


about the Hays case from 


Speaker Carl Albert, the 
presiding Democrat in the 
House, which is not surprising, 
since he is not widely admired 
here as a model of temperance 
or congressional probity The 
problem of disciplining Hays 
was left to Tip ONeill, the 
majority leader, and though 
younger members of the House 
and other House leaders urged 
him to insist that Hays resign his 
committee chairmanships pen- 
ding resolution of the case, 
0 Neill gave him the easy way 
out 


This is not likely, however, to 


be the end of the problem. 
Whatever happens in the 
presidential election, the 
leadership on the Hill will be 
quite different next January. 
Mike Mansfield, and Hugh Scott, 
the majority and minority 
leaders of the Senate, will not be 
back next year, and their 
replacements have not yet been 
chosen. 


Speaker Albert will either 


resign or, if he chooses to run 
again, almost certainly be 
challenged for his present job 
This was coming on before the 
Hays affair, and there is now a 
movement afoot to defend the 
integrity of the Congress 


In his statement, Hays said "I 


have become aware of the con- 
cern on the part of a number of 
Democrats that my chair- 
manship of the Democratic 
House Campaign Committee 
places an unnecessary and un- 
warranted burden on my fellow 
Democratic candidates" 


This is the understatement of 


the year. It is not his chair- 
manship that Is at issue but bis 
conduct that has finally 
awakened the so-called Ethics 
Committee from its prolonged 
snooze If unpopularity were a 
cause for dismissal, Hays would 
have been sent packing long ago, 
but now the House has a better 
case, and it might just take it. 
But don't bet more than you'd 
like to lose.

A Unique Republican Dilemma 


LOS ANGELES — One consequence 


of the possible nomination of Ronald 
Reagan as the Republican presidential 
candidate will be unique in mis century 
In that event, Reagan will have 
defeated a sitting president of his own 
party, who will remain in office 
throughout the campaign and in fact 
for five months after the roll is called at 
the Republican convention 


Nobody knows what problems that 


might bring Presidents Truman and 
Johnson were in nothing like the same 
position in 1952 and 1968 Each of them 
withdrew voluntarily Truman helped 
choose Adlai Stevenson as the 
Democratic nominee and Johnson had 
chosen Hubert Humphrey four years 
earlier as his vice-presidential running 
mate 


But if Ford loses the nomination, he 


will not only have to run the govern- 
ment for half a year after having been 
repudiated by his own party; he will 
certainly not have favored Reagan and 
be will also be in toe position of possibly 
contributing to his conqueror's ultimate 
victory or defeat by his actions as presi- 
dent 


That possibility could be foreclosed 


on June 8, the last primary day, but it's 
not likely Ford could win the 167 
delegates at stake here on Reagan's 
home ground, which probably would 


clinch a Ford nomination But the 
political betting is that Reagan will win 
here, with Ford offsetting that victory 
in Ohio and New Jersey, and the issue 
remaining to be settled at the conven- 
tion in Kansas City

No president in office has bad to fight 


that hard for renommation since Taft in 
1912, and none has been defeated by his 
own party in this century If the Ford- 
Reagan battle goes all the way to the 
convention, two differing political 
pressures will be at work there 


One will arise from Ford's incumben- 


cy. Uncommitted delegates may fear his 
power of reprisal, seek his favors, or 
shrink from the political consequences 
of rejecting their own president — and 
by inference all his policies. Some might 
worry about turning Ford into a lame 
duck, a caretaker president in a period 
of worldwide stress, with no one sure 
whether Ford's policy or Reagan's cam- 
paign positions were being taken the 
most seriously in foreign capitals. 


On the other hand, the uncommitted 


delegates who could hold the power of 
decision might feel, with considerable 
justification, that Ford had shown 
himself a weak president and an inept 
campaigner They might ask themselves 
whether, if he could not use the powers 
of incumbency to defeat a challenger in 
his own party, he would know how to 


use them against the Democratic can- 
didate 


That candidate will already have been 


chosen, when the Republicans meet, 
and if he is the southern Jimmy Carter, 
an uncommitted Republican might well 
wonder, 
too, 
if another non- 


Washmgtoman with appeal in the South 
might not be a stronger candidate than 
Ford 


Ironically, the issue might well be 


settled outside the campaign. If Ford 
found himself embroiled in a foreign 
crisis — say in the Middle East or 
southern Africa — as the convention 
opened, there would most likely be a 
raUy-round-the-President effect. Bad 
.economic news or some other setback 
could tip things Reagan's way.

If by some means Ford does rescue 


his nomination, Reagan has been 
making it plain in recent days that he 
does not intend to go gentle into that 
good night Any way you count the 
delegates, he is going to come close to 
nomination, and those supporting him 
tend to be strongly motivated and 
ideologically persuaded 


What Reagan and his backers might 


demand m return for their support of a 
Ford ticket — anything from the vice 
presidency to platform concessions — 
could get the Republican campaign off 
to a disastrous start 


But if Reagan ekes out the nomina- 


tion, he simply will not be able to ignore 
the fact that Ford still will hold all the 
powers of office throughout the cam- 
paign This could produce some high 
comedy — the spectacle, for example, 
of victorious candidate Reagan having 
to put down cash on the barrelhead for 
a chartered plane, while the defeated 
Ford flies around in-Air Force 1 


But the consequences could be 


serious, too Could Ford, for example, 
proceed with Panama Canal 
negotiations in good faith, knowing 
Reagan takes a position flatly contradic- 
tory to his own9 And what if the 
Democratic nominee agreed with Ford, 
as he probably will9 


The campaign of 1968 is instructive to 


recall. Humphrey, the Democratic 
nominee, obviously feared to move too 
far from Johnson's position on the Viet- 
nam war, for fear Johnson would 
retaliate; and Humphrey believes today 
that if Johnson had let farm prices rise 
that fall, through the operations of the 
Commodity Credit Corporation, he 
might have won rather than suffer a 
narrow defeat 


On the other hand, the President's an- 


nouncement of the Paris peace talks in 
the closing days of the campaign 
probably gave Humphrey a last-minute 
lift Would Gerald Ford do as much for 
a man who had defeated him for the 
nomination9

9 Heroin Smugglers 
Convicted In Raleigh 


Raleigh, N.C. (UP1) - A federal jury Friday 


convicted nine persons of running a multi-million 
dollar international heroin-smuggling ring. The 
10th defendant, Army Warrant Officer William 
King Wright, was acquitted. 


The jury returned its verdict after almost six 


hours of deliberation at the end of a 17-day trial in 
U.S. District Court. 


The ten defendants were charged with 


smuggling 166 kilograms (365 pounds) of heroin 
into the country from Thailand in 1974 and 1975, 
using false-bottomed luggage and furniture, the 
mails and unsuspecting aircraft crew chiefs. 


Wright, 30, an Army warrant officer from 


Washington, D.C., broke into tears when the ver- 
dict declaring him innocent was read. Most of the 
other nine listened without reaction as they were 
declared guilty. 


U.S. District Judge Franklin Dupree post- 


poned sentencing until Saturday morning. 


All nine were found guilty of conspiracy to 


import heroin and three also were found guilty of 
possession of heroin. Each conviction carries a 
maximum sentence of 15 years. 


Those also convicted of possession were 


Leslie "Ike" Atkinson, a 52-year-old retired Army 
sergeant who masterminded the operation 
although he was serving a 19-year prison term on 
a separate conviction for heroin smuggling; and 
his daughter and son-in-law, Sharon and Michael 
Arrington of Raleigh. Mrs. Arlington, who wept 
silently, was the only convicted defendant to 


show any emotion when the verdicts were read. 


The others, convicted of conspiracy, were 


Sgt. William Kelly Brown, 38, of Augusta, Ga.; 
Williarn Thomas, 40, of Goldsboro, N.C.; James 
McArthur, 40, of Payetteville; Air Force Sgt. 
Charles Murphy Gillis, 36, of Goldsboro; Rudolph 
Valentino Jennins, 48, of Goldsboro; and Monroe 
Lorenzo Martin, 43, of Long Beach, Calif. 


Wright, who has a Thai wife and two 


children, had been implicated in testimony as 
having recruited Brown to ship 52 kilograms of 
heroin into the United States in the false bottoms 
of furniture. He also was accused of handling 
money used to purchase heroin and helping 
package the drug. 


But there was no testimony indicating he 


ever personally brought heroin into the United 
States and, unlike many of the other defendants, 
no large quantities of money were found when he 
was arrested. ' 


Several of the defendants testified in their 


own defense, labeling many of the prosecution's 
witnesses liars and denying any knowledge of a 
conspiracy or participation in a smuggling opera- 
tion. 


The prosecution's key witness was retired Air 


Force Sergeant Freddie Clay Thornton, 40, of 
Detroit. He and another of the 14 persons initially 
named in the indictment pleaded guilty and 
testified for the prosecution. Two others named 
in the indictment are in a Thai jail. 


House-Swapping Offers 
A Vacation At Low Cost

Americans looking for low-cost vacations are 


turning in growing numbers to house-swapping 
plans that offer a temporary, rent-free home 
away from home in the United States or overseas. 


The idea is simple: You live in another family's 


house or apartment while they live in yours. You 
save money on hotel and restaurant bills and 
often have the advantage of a car or other 
facilities. 


There are drawbacks, of course. Many people 


are nervous about the idea of leaving their 
possessions with strangers. There are no 
guarantees of satisfaction. 


If you decide the pluses outweigh the minuses, 


there are a variety of exchange services which, for 
a fee, put would-be traders in touch with each 
other. They all operate in the same basic manna*. 


The consumer pays somewhere between $12 to 


$15 to have his or her house or apartment listed in 
a directory published by the exchange service. 
Copies of the directory are mailed to all people 
who have listed their homes. It is up to the in- 
dividuals to select listings that interest them and 
make further contact. 


Suppose, you have a two-bedroom house in a 


New York City suburb. You want to go on vaca- 
tion for three weeks in August and would like to 
travel to England. You list your house, including 
the size, address and facilities and the dates you * 
want to swap for. When the directory arrives, 
look for a bouse in England that meets your needs 
and send off a letter. Meanwhile, someone in 


England who wants to spend three weeks in the 
New York area may spot your listing and write to 
you. 


All further arrangements are up to you. The 


exchange service is not involved. You can trade 
letters, pictures and references with several 
families before making up your mind. 


What assurance do you have that toe people 


you swap with won't make off with the family 
silver? "Absolutely none," said Mary DeBaldo of 
the Vacation Exchange Club, Inc., of New York, 
which was founded in 1960 and claims to be the 
nation's oldest house-swapping service. "We've 
never had that happen though. Because there's no 
exchange of money, it's almost an honor system." 


People who have swapped houses admit to 


being nervous at first But they say that after they 
get to know the other families through letters and 
actually trade for the first time, the worry ends. 


"You can judge from the people you corres- 


pond with and what sort of homes they have," 
said Deirdre Stanforth, a four-time house 
swapper, who has traded her Manhattan 
brownstone for temporary homes in Ireland, 
Canada, Colorado and the Gulf of Mexico. 


"It's so much nicer than staying in a hotel,"

The hole was well above the 


waterline and no one was in- 
jured, but the incident in broad 
daylight may jeopardize the an- 
nual cruise. 


The Cutter Ingham reported 


radar trouble 80 miles out of 
New London, Conn., and 
diverted to Boston for repairs. It 


crunched into the pier, 
splintering wooden pilings and 
knocking a 10-foot chunk from 
the concrete dock. 


Cmdr Paul F Bade, comman- 


ding officer for the past 12 years, 
was on the bridge at the time. A 
regular crewman, not a cadet, 
was at the helm. 


"We have no idea what caused 


it. There's going to be a routine 
investigation into what caused 
the ship to hit the pier," said 
Coast Guard spokesman John 
Bablitch. 


No damage estimate was im- 


mediatly available and it was un- 
clear how long it would take to 
repair the hole which tore com- 
pletely through the steel hull. 


The vessel, assigned to 


Portsmouth. Va., was on a two- 
month training cruise from the 
Coasi Guard Academy at New 
London. A decision on whether 
to scrub the cruise will be made 
when damages were assessed 


The Ingham, which left New 


London with a crew of 150, in- 
cluding the cadets, is normally 
assigned to fishery patrol and 
rescue, duty off North Carolina.

tried it twice. Lee Reniick had 
some on her birthday. Paul 
McCartney, Elliot Richardson. 
James Cobura and Dirk Bogarde 
have queued up for it. And 
thousands of British students, 
European tourists and homesick 
Americans have suddenly dis- 
covered it. 


American ice cream has in- 


vaded Britain. 


"English ice cream has always 


been terrible." said writer Dee 
Wells, author of the best-selling 
novel "Jane," who came to Lon- 
don more than 20 years ago. "I 
used to buy one of those square 
ice cream bars in the park for 


my daughter. It would melt, but 
it would never lose its shape." • 


Until recently here, the words 


ice cream conjured up a vision of 
a bland, puffy substance filled 
more with air than anything else, 
and never ever with cream. 


"When an American comes to 


London he tries to find an 
agreeable substitute for the 
things he misses," noted Leslie 
Slote. a food enthusiast and 
former press secretary under 
both Mayor Robert Wagner of 
New York City and Gov. Nelson 
Rockefeller. 


"I began an immediate search 


for ice cream," said Slote, who is 
an executive with RCA here. 


"To my horror. I discovered that 
there was no good ice cream in 
the whole United Kingdom. I 
immediately went into a state of 
depression which has only 
recently lifted." 


What lifted Slote s depression 


and suddenly altered the ice 
cream market in Britain is the

Starkweather each were con- 
victed in separate trials of killing 
Jensen Starkweather, at the 
time of the slayings. was 
executed in 1959 — the last man

Miss Fugate, who received a

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Omaha Policeman Kills Teenager; Two Investigations Ordered

Omaha (AP) — Authorities identified a teenager 


accidentally shot to death by an Omaha police officer 
Friday as Roland Leroy Watson Jr., 18. of Omaha. 


A pair of investigations were initiated after the 


officer accidentally shot the youth, who was being 
sought i:. connection with the robbery of an Omaha 
woman. 


Police Chief Richard Andersen said the Douglas 


County Attorney's office and detectives from the 
police homicide division were probing the case, 
which began Friday morning when a young man 
threatened Roslyn Peacher, 64. as she was walking to 
work. 


The Peacher woman said the youth stuck a knife 


to her stomach and demanded her purse. When she 
did not give up the handbag, the bandit used the 
knife to cut the strap, then made his get away on 
foot. 


Andersen said the Peacher woman, who was not 


injured, chased the bandit for a short distance. 


When the theft was reported to police, Sgt. Robert 


Chamberlain, 44, a 20-year veteran with the force, 


saw a youth fitting the description of the suspect in 
the Peacher purse theft. When Chamberlain moved 
to check the youth out, the suspect fled on foot. 


Chamberlain radioed for help and two other 


crusiers moved into the area. Another officer spotted 
the suspect, and gave pursuit on foot. 


As Chamberlain drove his unmarked cruiser near 


Ak-SarBen Field, he again spotted the suspect. 


Holding a news conference Friday afternoon, 


Andersen said Chamberlain pulled a quick U-turn, 
then drove his car over the curb. 


At that point, according to police reports, the 


suspect ran into the side of •Chamberlain's car and 
fell to the ground. 


However, the youth was able to rebound quickly 


and began fleeing again. He stopped when 
Chamberlain drew his gun and ordered him to halt. 


Chamberlain told investigators that he was trying 


to hold the "twisting and turning" youth, his gun 
accidently went off. 


The bullet struck the suspect in the right side, and 


went completely through bis body, coming out in the 
area of the left shoulder. 


Not hearing the shot, a second officer moved in, 


and handcuffed the dying suspect. 


Chamberlain radioed for an ambulance, but the 


boy was pronounced dead on arrival at Bergan Mer- 
cy Hospital. An autopsy was ordered. 


Flanked by Public Safety Director Richard Roth 


and Mayor Edward Zorinsky, Andersen said there 
were 11 witnesses in the area of the shooting and that 
their stories showed some discrepancies. However, 
he said the consensus of the witness opinion in- 
dicated that the shooting occurred as Chamberlain 
said it did. 


One of the eyewitnesses to the drama, C. W. Hud- 


son, 68, gave two versions of his story to newsmen 
who arrived at the scene. 


Hudson, who lives in the area, was only about 50 


feet away when the youth was shot. 


In an early interview Hudson said an unmarked 


police car jumped the curb and hit the suspect as he 
tried to flee. 


Hudson said an officer jumped from the car, 


pulled his gun and grabbed-the suspect. 


At that point, Hudson said, the suspect was not 


resisting, but the officer, after shouting an obscenity, 
shot him anyway. 


After a brief interview with police, Hudson 


changed the tone of his story, saving be believes the 
snooting was accidental. 


In his second news interview, Hudson said the 


shooting occurred after the suspect bad been ap- 
prehended and as he was being led back to the po- 
lice car. 


"The gun went off as he was walking up over the 


curb," said Hudson. "I did make other statements, 
b u t . . . now that I think about it, I do believe that 
it was an accident." 


"I think he (the officer) might have stumbled a lit- 


tle bit, enough to trigger that gun. I don't think he 
shot him intentionally," Hudson added. 


Both Andersen and Zorinsky said it was too early 


to tell whether Chamberlain handled the situation 
properly. 


"It's a little early to make an absolute yes or no 


•answer," said Andersen, adding that he had not seen 
all of the reports. 


Andersen said Chamberlain has been withdrawn 


from street duty, and-has been placed on special 
assignment with the homicide department for the 
duration of the probe. 


The chief said he and the county will make in- 


dependent decisions in the case, but that the county 
attorney would have the respomiblity of filing 
charges if any criminal culpability is found,. 


"It's being handled in a normal routine fashion,'.' 


said Zorinsky. 


Andersen said it would be a day or two before he 


makes his decision. 


It was the second time an Omaha officer s gun has 


accidentally gone off, but Andersen said, "Guns do 
go off acddently . . . ." The chief said he does not 
know if divison policy regarding the pulling of guns 
will be reviewed, noting that some accidents are 
bound to happen when 18,000 arrests are made in the 
city each year. 


Andersen said several persons who saw the actual 


robbery were taken to the hospital to view the body 
of the dead teen, and that he was postively identified 
as the youth who took the Peacher weman's purse. 


Cooperatives Consider 
Possibilities Of Merger 


KANSAS CITY (AP) - Two of 


the nation's strongest farm 
cooperatives—one of them the 
largest in distributing farm 
supplies and the other the larg- 
est in selling grains—are talking 
marriage. 


The officers of Farmland In- 


dustries, Inc., of Kansas City and 
Far-Mar-Co, of Hutchinson, 
Kan., are under instructions to 
make a feasibility report to their 
directors by Sept. 1. 


Ernest T. Lindsey, president 


of Farmland, said in Kansas City 
the merger has the potential for 
two major benefits for the 
fanner: 


"He wants stability in prices 


'for his products, and he will 
have a chance for greater profits 
because a business he owns will 
be providing the services he 
needs," Lindsey said. 


"We and Far-Mar-Co both 


have a responsiblity to the 
farmer in developing an export 
market for his grain." 


George Voth, executive vice 


president of Far-Mar-Co, said in 
Hutchinson a merger could give 
the fanner a total package of ser- 


vices from buying seed, fertilizer 
and gasoline to selling his grain. 


Farmland is a manufacturer 


and supplier made up of 2.200 
local farm co-ops in 15 states 
from the Gulf to the Canadian 
border and from the Rockies to 
Illinois. The locals have 500,000 
members. Farmland has fertili- 
zer plants, refineries and feed 
mills and it makes paints and 
battenes.

Soviet Delegation Bakes 
Bread With NU Experts 


Loaves of bread from Russjan wheat 


varieties grown in Nebraska and baked in the 
University of Nebraska Wheat Quality 
Laboratory, were objects of interest to four 
members of a Soviet wheat team winding up a 
two-day visit to Nebraska Friday. 


An important focus of discussions with UNL 


agronomists were results of yield, quality and 
performance tests of various wheat varieties 
grown in the International Wheat Nursery, which 
includes plantings in Nebraska and Odessa, in 
southern Russia. 


Bread loaves baked to determine milling and 


baking qualities of various varieties, under the 
supervision of Prof. Paul Mattern, cereal 
chemist-in-charge of the Wheat Quality 
Laboratory, represented varieties from 
throughout the world, wfth some labeled 
"U 
I." 


The delegation, headed by A. A. Sozinov, 


director of the All-Union Breeding and Genetics 
Institute, came to Nebraska familiar with the 
Nebraska wheat breeding program and the wheat 
breeding team of Dr. Virgil Johnson and Dr. John 
Schmidt, who have developed a number of well- 
known varieties and appeared at wheat breeding 
conferences throughout the world. 


The team is the third such delegation from 


the USSR agricultural and scientific community 
to visit UNL under a joint agreement on coopera- 
tion in agriculture. Under the auspices of the 
Foreign Agricultural Service of the USDA, the 


UNL Institute of Agriculture and Natural 
Resources in April and May hosted teams in- 
terested in mechanization of agriculture, with 
emphasis on tractor testing, crop forecasting and" 
agricultural estimates. 


The Soviet agricultural delegation visits are 


counterparts of visits to the USSR during the past 
two years by NU staff members Dr. Marvin 
Twiehaus, veterainary science; Duane Foote, 
agronomy; and Paul Fischbach, irrigation- 
agricultural engineering. 


The Soviet specialists pointed to the similarity 


of environmental conditions in some of the 
USSR's major wheat-growing areas to those in 
Nebraska, and therefore the common problems 
encountered in wheat production and enhance- 
ment of wheat quality, especially increasing pro- 
tein content. 


It was noted that the same wheat variety would 


perform somewhat differently under varying en- 
vironmental conditions encountered at Inter- 
national Nursery planting sites, such as Lincoln, 
Odessa, Russia, or Yuma, Ariz., although these 
differences within the same variety would not be 
as striking as those exhibited between different 
varieties. 


A. F. Stel'makh, head of the Whet Genetrics 


Laboratory, All-Union Breeding and Genetics 
Institute, who acted as interpreter for the group, 
said the Soviets believe UN L agronomists have 
conducted the most intensive effort toward 
solving problems of wheat quality.

The construction picture isn't 


so bright. Members of Local 21 
of the International Association 
of Bridge, Structural and Or- 
namental Iron Workers voted 
Wednesday to reject a 75c hourly 


raise offered by the Omaha 
Building Contractors Employers 
Assn. and to go on strike. The 
union is seeking an increase of 
$1.25 an hour, according to a 
spokesman for the contractors. 


Although the most of the iron 


workers remained on the job 
Thursday and Friday, picket 
lines may be set up Monday, 
sources told AP. 


The iron workers local has 


only about 500 members, but if 
its leaders decide picket lines 
should be set up, members of 
other unions probably won't 
cross them. Should the pickets 
begin walking, about 4,000 
workers would be affected and 
most major construction jobs in 
the area would be shut down.

The first two 
were allowed to become law 
without the governor's 
signature. 


Defeated were bills relating to 


environmental improvement, 
youth services and Extension 
Service. 


Dropped were measures on 


highways, housing for the aged, 
law enforcement and pesticides.

Nebraskans would see state in- 
come taxes subsidize local 
property taxes for education, the 
establishment of five Regional 
Centers near Scottsbluff, Valen-

private pesticide applicators. 


It did, he noted, require that

tested. 


Schmit, unable to attend the 


committee session or the depart- 
ment hearing on the pesticide 
regulations, said if testing is the 
department's intent then State 
Agncuture Director Glenn 
Kreuscher is "exceeding the 
authority of the law."

passed by the Legislature this 
year in response to pressure 


Cancer Agent Found In Fish 


Jefferson City, Mo. (AP) - 


Cancer-causing substances have 
been found in edible parts of cat- 
Osh taken from the Missouri 
River, states a Missouri Natural 
Resources Department study. 


The report said that while the 


cancer-producing substances are 
well diluted by the stream, the 
chemicals over an extended 
period of time could accumulate 
in humans and pose health 
hazards. 


Employes of the Missouri 


Conservation Department made 
the discovery in the fish, the 
report said. 


The report listed major 


sources of the Missouri River 
pollution as chlorine used by 
cities to disinfect sewage, in- 
dustrial discharges, pesticides 
and other agricultural runoff. 


Most of the pollutants escape 


detection in chemical analysis 
because of the enormous dilu- 
tion by the river. But "the 
aquatic life is affected by a 
cumulative process, and the fact 
that their presence is detected in 
such life forms as fish is in- 
dicative of the extent of the 
problem," the report said. 


The report concluded that the 


accumulation in catfish "clearly 
indicates that control measures 
are essential." 


The 470-page study suggests 


that cities stop using chlorine to 
disinfect sewage, that a detailed 
analysis of industrial processes 
be made to detect cancer- 
producing substances and that a 
detailed study be made of 
pesticide use in Missouri. 


Cloudiness caused by high 


sediment loads from agricultural 
runoff was a!so cited as a major 
water quality problem in the 
Missouri. Tributaries and the 
main river have 
been 


channelized and the river is 
dredged for navigational pur- 
poses, which the report said 
adds to the sediment problems. 


from the federal government to 
regulate toxic pesticide users. 


The law fell short of federal 


wishes in that it did not require 
mandatory testing for all 
appliators and relies on training 
programs already available in- 
stead of new programs 
developed by the agriculture 
department. 


But federal officials have not 


yet reacted formally to the law. 


Sen. John DeCamp of Neligh, 


a committee member, said the 
agriculture department's actions 
could present serious problems. 


He said any rules and 


regulations passed by any agency 
of government "can only imple- 
ment the law passed by the 
Legislature and nothing more." 
If an agency takes it upon itself 
to go beyond authority granted 
by the Legislature, than that 
agency is assuming legislative 
powers, DeCamp said. 


As such, the proposed rules 


and regulations would not 
require private pesticide users to 
be tested. However, DeCamp 
said the same thing is achieved 
.through the forms, workbooks 
and questionnaries they would 
require.

Thoughtful 
planning can make a difference 
to how \ou h\e today, as well as 
how vour family lives after your 
death Furthermore, you dont 
have to be rich to benefit from 
planning Many of the same tools 
that cut taxes and improve the 
security of the wealthy can be 
used effectively for people with 
modest incomes For example 


(1) You can create an estate 


where none exists.'This means 
buying enough insurance to take 
care of your family in case of 
\our untimely death The in- 
surance carried by most 
breadwinners isn't nearly 
enough to support their 
dependents for very long — a 
widow and children are luckv if 
thev have enough money to get 
them through two vears 


What you need is a really large 


policy which you can afford if 
you buv inexpensive term rather 
than costly whole-life As you get 
older, term insurance gets more 
expensive But once the children 
have grown up and you have less 
to worry about you could drop 
or reduce the insurance 


(2) You can get more out of 


your own business. Whether the 
business >ou ve started is a 
major undertaking or a cottage 
industry how it s organized can 
make a difference to how much 
income vou get the amount of 
taxes vou have to pav and the 
extent to which losses are deduc- 
tible against other income The 
compdnv can provide vou with 
life insurant e. medical insurance 
and a tax-deductible pension

HiSher 
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Solar Home Combines Ease, Economy

Life in an experimental home using solar 


energy has been pleasant for Jerry and Kathy Ellis. 


The quiet of the countryside. The big, snowy 


fields for tobogganing. 


The sunny living room. The huge garden with 


24 tomato and 10 pepper plants. 


The total past winter heating bill, not including 


other electric uses, of $56.49 from Nov. 1 to April 1. 


For the past seven months the couple, their 14- 


month-old son. Casey, and Major, the family 
Doberman. have been living in the experimental 
home built with much publicity by the Lincoln 
Electric System and the University of Nebraska- 
Lincoln. 


The home, which is testing a practical, affor- 


dable energy-saving system, uses both solar energy 
and an electric heat pump. 


"1 think it's really great." Mrs. Ellis said of the 


system. "I think it's practical." 


When the couple builds their own home, she 


said, they hope to use some application of solar 
energy. 


The couple decided to live in the home — 


located about five miles out of town at an LES 
generating plant used only during peak demand for 
electricity — after Ellis, a field engineer for LES, 


saw a notice advertising the opportunity on ah LES 
bulletin board. 


Some Disadvantages 


There were some disadvantages. The $100 a 


month rent, now lowered to $75, helped overcome 
them, but there were still disadvantages. 


Every Thursday, by appointment only, visitors 


tramp through the two-bedroom, 1.089 square foot 
home. 


There is the paper to change in the recorder, 


hidden in Casey's bedroom closet, which is at- 
tached to thermocoupling devices scattered 
through the house. That paper must be changed 
every six days. 


There is the log to keep of sunny and windy 


days and other odd events — like when the "Leak 
began." 


That was the day rain water started dripping 


through the living room-ceiling. The roof is flat 
over the living room because engineers wanted to 
reflect-sunlight into the solar energy collector in 
which the "outdoor" portion of the heat pump is 
located. 


Engineers now believe the roof did not have 


enough of a slope to drain off the water as planned. 
It will soon be repaired. 


There was one conjinuing problem with the 


heating system. The first water pump was too loud. 
The second burned out with regularity. 


Finally the engineers located a Swedish pump 


both quiet and reliable. 


Would Move Again 


But the Ellis family would move In again. "It's 


great to be a part of it. The ups and downs arid all," 
Mrs. Ellis said. "It's something for the future and 
that makes it worthwhile." 


The solar-heat pump home was designed to be 


practical. All the hardware, except for a heat 
exchanger manufactured especially by carrier, is 
"off-the-shelf" hardware. 


The house was built for under $30,000.'The 


price does not include cost of land, the well or sep- 
tic tank. 


Heat pumps are already in accepted use. What 


makes the Ellis' home different is placing the out- 
door heat pump in the greenhouse-like structure on 
t,he roof and adding a 1,600 gallon water bag under 
the floor. 


The rooftop solar energy collector allows the 


heat pump to operate more efficiently in the winter 
by raising the amount of heat in the surrounding 
air. 
t 


It would have exactly the opposite effect in the 


summer — except for one thing. The heat pump 
does not operate when the sun shines. 


It operates from about midnight to 5 a.m., 


when the surrounding air is cooler and the unit 


operates more efficiently. During those hours the 
unit cools 1.600 gallons of water, which in turn is 
used to cool the house during the day. 


Could Save Money 


That facet of the operation alone could save on 


electric bills if put into widespread use, according 
to Butch Poell of LES, because a portion of every 
electric bill goes to pay for generating plants that 
stand idle much of the time except for hot summer 
days. 


In addition to i'.s unusual heating and cooling 


system, the house ."las other experimental aspects. 
Its outside walls are of styrofoam, steel rods and 
concrete, combined in a new building concept by 
UNL. professor Richard Bourne. 


It has at least eight inches of insulation in the 


ceiling and, since the builder brought out extra, up 
to 12 inches in some parts. 


It also has an unheated vestibule entry to cut 


down on the loss of inside air when someone comes 
in or goes out. 


It's all combined to produce a significant 


savings in electricity. During the coldest winter 
months the family's electric bill stayed around $35 
to $40. 


"That includes the heat, the water heater, the 


washer and dryer, the stove, everything," Ellis 
said.

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Sun System Helps Heat Home

The neighbors didn't pay much attention when 


Charles Thomsen built that greenhouse-like gadget on his 
roof last fall 


Maybe they should have. It could save them money. 
The sun is 93 million miles away, but Thomsen 


brought its heat right into his 1141 Carlos Dr. home — and 
he did it himself, for a reasonable price and without 
greatly changing the house's appearance. 


"Anyone who can build an addition on a house can 


build this," he said. 


"This" is a solar heating system — $2,500 worth of 


common building materials and, if a contractor had built 
it. S2.000-S2.500 worth of labor. 


"Gas. oil and electricity (prices) have been doubling 


about every three years." said Thomsen. a consulting 
engineer for Clark, Enersen. Hamersky. Schlaebitz, 
Burroughs and Thomsen. "If that continues, in about 10 
years this system will pay itself off." 


Built In Race 


The solar heating system's heart is the 56-foot by 12- 


foot collector on Thomsen's roof. 


Built in place, the heating system consists of an outer 


wood frame, a polyethylene lining (for airtightenessi, in- 
sulation (to retain heat), wooden strip's (to support the 
collector plate and form air passages), a corrugated 
aluminum plate (to absorb heat) and a fiberglass cover. 


Sunlight enters the collector, heating the plate. Air 


circulating through the collector captures the plate's heat, 
transferring it to a basement storage bin. 


The collector heats the air to about 80 degrees above 


the outside air temperature. 


Ten tons of broken brick hold the1 heat in the five-foot 


by nine-foot by seven-foot insulated bin. Large chunks of 
rock, gravel or a salt storage system also could be used, 
Thomsen said. 


Drawn From Bin 


Hot air is drawn from the bin into the gas-fired fur- 


nace when the solar thermostat calls for heat. The regular 
thermostat is set slightly lower, triggering the gas burner 
when the solar system is inoperable. 


A water tank buried in the bin preheats water for the 


gas-fired water heater. 


The system will store about one day's heat. Two or 


three cloudy days will mean using the gas furnace, 
Thomsen said. Nevertheless, he expects the system to 
provide one-half to two-thirds of his home's annual 
heating needs. 


Thomsen is keeping track of gas consumption this 


heating season for comparison with last year when he 
depended solely on gas heat 


Solar heating systems are not new, but their 


economic feasility is. Thomsen said. 


"Previously, people would work out ways and design 


systems, but the cost of energy was so cheap that the 
cost of constructing a solar system — even though the 
energy was free — was too costly," he said. 


"But since the oil embargo and price adjustments, 


the situation has changed tremendously."

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Suspects Sought After

An adult female Golden Eagle was killed last 


week at Courthouse and Jailhouse Rocks south of 
Bridgeport, the Nebraska Game and Parks Com- 
mission said Friday. 


Three Nebraska Hawking Club members 


reported finding the downed eagle while inspec- 
ting raptor nests in the Bridgeport area. The eagle 
had been shot less than 30 minutes before the 
three arrived at Courthouse rtock. 


Rich Seward, Alliance, a conservation of- 


ficer, said the three reported seeing a pickup 
truck leave the area of the shooting 


Golden Eagles regularly nest on Jailhouse 


Rock, and Seward and Harvey Suetsugu, district 


game supervisor, attempted to determine if a nest 
located on the north side of Jailhouse Rock may 
have held eaglets. 


"We inspected the nest as closely as possible 


with a spotting scope," Seward said, "But, we 
were unable to see if young birds were present." 


The nest had been used this year, Seward and 


Suetsugu said, with signs of broken eggshell indic- 
ting the possibility young birds may have been 
present in the nest. 


Seward said an investigation would continue 


to determine the identity of the suspects seen by 
the three Hawking Club members, Ben Ollander, 
Lavista; Mike Cox. Lincoln, and Doug Krieger, 
Hickman. 


Teachers Asked To Reject 
Omaha Salary Proposals 


Omaha, Neb. (AP) - The 


board of directors of the Omaha 
Education Association has asked 
members 
to 
reject 
a 


recommended resolution of a 
salary dispute with the Omaha 
School District. In a statement to 
members, the board urged that 
the recommendation by a fact- 
finding team be voted down and 
the dispute be forwarded to the 
Nebraska Court of Industrial 
Relations settlement 


The fact-finding team, set up 


when negotiations broke off in 
April, recommended increasing 
the starting salary for teachers 
5'r from $8.500 to $8.925. 


Salaries for other teaches are 


computed from the base accor- 


ding to a formula based on years 
of service. 


James Doyle, chairman of the 


fact-finding team, said in the 
report that the average overall 
increase in costs for salaries and 
fringe benefits for teachers 
would be 8.2 per cent. 


In its statement, the OEA 


board said the average salary in- 
crease for teachers would be 
5.34'r. 


However. James Snyder, who 


headed the district's negotiating 
team, said the average overall 
salary increase would be 8.1 vr. 


The discrepancy results large- 


ly from a longtime disagreement 
between the two parties over 
whether time-of-service in- 
creases in the present contract 


Unlimited Use 
Of Water Urged 


Washington (AP) — Rep. Virginia Smith, R-Neb., has 


urged her colleagues to ensure to agriculture the un- 
restricted use of water resources yet avoid needless extra 
expense. 


She commented in a floor speech as the House con- 


sidered Section 17 of the Federal Water Pollution Control 
Act amendments. 


Section 17 redefines the term "navigable waters" as it 


applies to the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers' permit 
authority. 


"This section will ensure that normal farming 


operations would be free from corps control," Mrs. Smith 
said. "Currently, there is a potential threat to the 
livelihood of thousands of farmers if they are required to 
obtain a federal permit before they fill an irrigation 
ditch or divert a stream on their own land." 


She said the corps issued only 2,900 permits under the 


dredge and fill regulation program two years ago. 


Without the change in definition she advocated, the cor- 


ps may nave to police as many as 30,000 permits annually, 
she said, which would mean hiring more workers.

Saintly Reshuffling Seen 
For Church Of England 


LONDON (AP) - St. Valentine, St. Nicholas 


and a host of other saints may soon be drummed 
off the official Church of England calendar to 
make room for such "Christian heroes" as 
Florence Nightingale. 


The proposal by a special ecclesiastical com- 


mission could stir an unholy row within the 
church if traditionalists decide to champion the 
cause of ancient saints who for hundreds of years 
have been commemorated in annual festivals and 
services. 


"There are thousands of saints and other 


eminently worthy Christians whose work and 
memory may be celebrated. But we cannot fit 
them all into our calendar," explained the Very 
Rev. R.C.D. Jasper, dean of York and the com- 
mission's chairman. 


In 1969, Pope Paul VI touched off an uproar by 


paring down the universal Roman Catholic calen- 
dar, which lists the feast days of saints. In the 
ranks of the demoted were such regional saints as 
Patrick of Ireland and George of England, and St. 
Nicholas, prototype for Santa Claus. 


The Church of England commission has 


recommended to the General Synod that no less 
than 170 saints be dropped from the crowded 
calendar of saints' days. In particular, the com- 
mission singled out those saints with little 
significance in English religious history. 


The commission noted, with what • some 


theologians will probably consider near-heresy, 
that there is doubt about the existence of some of 
the saints. 


"We have to be certain that the saints being 


commemorated actually lived," Dean Jasper 
said. "Nobody seems to know that SI Cecilia, for 
example, existed." 


St. Cecilia, according to church teachings, was a 


third-century martyr who became the patron 
saint of music, especially church music. 


Among the other saints who may be elbowed 


aside are: 


—St. Nicholas, one of the most popular Chris- 


tian figures, who was a fourth-century bishop in 
Asia Minor and whose existence is certain. He is 
recognized as a protector of children, along with 
virgins, thieves and seafarers. His feast day is 
Dec. 6. 


—St. Valentine, a third-century bishop and 


martyr and patron saint of lovers. He is com- 
memorated on Feb. 14, the day on which, accor- 
ding to medieval belief, birds woo and select their 
mates. 


—St. Catherine, a fourth-century martyr who 


was tortured on a spiked wheel before being 
beheaded. 


If the commission has its way, their places on 


the calendar would be taken by such more 
modern church notables as nursing heroine 
Florence Nightingale, religious writer John 
Bunyan. the missionary St. Francis Xavier and 
British missionary John Keble. 


Even if the Synod does approve the changes — 


its decision is not expected before February — 
the faithful would still be permitted to celebrate 
their favorite saints' days if they chose. 


When the Vatican trimmed the official list of 


saints for universal church veneration from more 
than 250 to about 75, it dropped 40 saints whose 
existence had been called into question, including 
St. Januarius of Naples, the saint of the liquefying 
blood, and St Christopher, patron of travelers. 


Many Roman Catholics protested vociferously. 


Actress Gina Lollobrigida showed up in St 
Peter's Square with a statue of SL Christopher on 
the hood of her Rolls Royce. 


The Vatican issued carefully worded 


explanations that the saints were not being 
abolished, but that their veneration was simply 
being left up to local church authorities, rather 
than imposed on the whole church. Rome even 
said it was all right to continue to venerate those 
saints who may never have existed.
